THE AMERICAN IDEA. 

In inclosing a contribution to the New York 
World for the Pulitzer Jefferson Monument, a 
New England correspondent calls Jefferson the 
greatest political philosopher who ever lived. 
Still from this New England standpoint, the fail- 
ure of Jefferson’s theories of government, of free 
government to civilize the world, is accounted for 
by the assumption that he was too much en- 
grossed with the rights of men to pay proper at-! 
tention to their duties. 

As the world grew more civilized, as in En- 
gland, defended by itg insular position, the an- 
cient customs of the free people of North Europe 
evolved into a defined idea, taking shape in 
common law. This idea was that every man is 
born a volunteer, with the right to do hig own 
duty, finding it for himself, doing it in his own 
way, with no interference from Lords Spiritual 
or Lords Temporal, except to check him if «his 
sense of duty so far failed that he himself began 
interfering with others in their equal right. 

Between the time of Chaucer and the time of 
Shakspeare in England, this evolution had 
abolished gerfdom. The great discovery had been 
made that no man was a mere part of the earth 
he was born on, owing the control of his body 
to a baron or of his soul to a Lord Bishop. 
During a hundred years before Chaucer’s time, 
every man who, if he did not have a lord, re- 
fused to take one, was an outlaw. After Shaks- 
peare’s time, the commoner who did not become 
a “Iiegeman” to some British magnate might 
fare worse in fortune than those who did, but 
he was no longer an outlaw. He might come to 
America, if he liked. When he did come, as a 
volunteer, bringing this idea with him, it made 
American civilization. 

This development was the evolution of civil- 
ization itself. As we build monuments to Jef- 
ferson, they are not evidence of hero-worship. 
They are monuments to the American volunteer 
idea of progress, of the world’s civilization of 
Manhood, Free and Responsible. The idea has 
not failed, because civilization has not failed. 
Civilization grows stronger daily as Manhood, 
Free and Responsible, grows stronger, both in 
freedom and in responsibility.

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THE TROUBETSKOY SCULPTURES. 

Prince Paul Troubetskoy put eye-glasses on 
the statue of Prince Galitzin now in the Art 
Museum and one of the strongest, cleverest, most 
characteristic works of portrait sculpture ever 
exhibited in St. Louis. Of course, the eye-glasses 
are not there, but the sculptor, by a trick of 
optical illusion, created the effect in the eye of 
the spectator. The suggestion of a mocking 
smile on the face of Bernard Shaw is not a trick, 
but an exceedingly skillful touch by which a 
shade of expression is delicately limned on the 
rough clay. 

These expressive touches illustrate the deftness 
of Prince Troubetskoy’s art, but is only one of 
many charming and striking qualities of his 
work. Character, vivacity, breathing lifelike- 
ness illuminate the best of the sculptures in 
the exhibition. Grace, delicacy and naturalness 
are manifest in all of “his work, which is the 
more wonderful in that much of it is accom- 
plished with a few strokes and none hag the 
detailed polish of most sculpture. Nothing finer 
in character and naturalness can be conceived 
than his Segantini which, by the way, might wel] 
be added to our permanent collection. His treat. 
ment of the modern woman and her dress is ex- 
quisite. The spirit of modernity is vividly ex- 
pressed by Prince Paul.

BRING THE FACTORY TO ST. LOUIS. 

The principle upon which Mayor Kreismann 
vetoed the Diesel Engine Co. bill and was sus- 
tained by the votes of four councilmen out of 
12 is sound. There should be compensation for 
grants of city property. When grants are made 
in consideration of certain advantages the or- 
dinance should state the terms of the grant, or 
at least provide for a guarantee that the pur- 
poses for which the grant is made shall be car- 
ried out. 

But there is practical agreement that the city 
should grant the vacation of the streets and 
alleys sought by the Diesel Engine Co. The 
wisdom of such a concession in return for a 
great plant is manifest. The way out is clear.

EUGENIA. — Marshmallows: Dissolve four 
ounces best white gum arabic in a cup of water 
and strain it: add half a cup powdered sugar and 
cook, stirring constantly, until the mixture is 
like honey; stir in gradually the well-beaten 
whites of two eggs, and the mixture will then 
thin a little: it should not stick to the finger when 
touched.

DAILY READER.—The Missour! house of rep- 
resentatives voted down a resolution which de- 
clared the correct pronunclation of the name of 
this State to be Mis-soo-ri, with the hissing sound 
of “s.” That is the schoolmasters’ pronunciation, 
borrowed from the dictionaries or imported from 
New England, where most of the dictionaries 
are madé. The Missourian, left to his own de- 
vices, calls the name of his State Miz-zoo-ry, or, 
if he is an old-timer, he may say Miz-zou-rah. But 
Mis-soo-ri, never! There are three pronunciations 
in use. Some, generally book-trained, claim the 
correctness of Mis-soo-ri, or Mis-soo-ree, with the 
harsh sound of “s,” as in sing. Others adhere to 
Mis-sou-rah, while the masses say Miz-zou-ry, 
Miz-zou-ry, which is that of the best usage, No 
doubt may be .entertained as to the pronuncia- 
tion used by the great majority of the most in- 
telligent people of the State, particularly the 
native Missourians. This pronunciation {fs “Miz- 
zoo-ry.” The advocates of this prepuncetes 
while conceding that analogy and the Indian and 
French custom support their contention, rest 
mainly on the ground that pronunciation is not 
fixed arbitrarily by text-book and dictionary, but 
is decided by usage and the habit of the mafjtrity 
of the intelligent people. Those who decide for 
Miz-zou-rah take similar view, but are badly 
handicapped because they are In a minority and 
there is no philological ground for “making the 
final syllable “ah.” Either of these pronuncia- 
tions has history and euphony to support it. The 
third pronunciation, that which was defeated in 
the Missouri legislature, is néwfangled and harsh, 
but has the support of the dictionaries. The New 
Englander has declared for it, and hence it is in 
the books. Webster and Worcester indorse it, 
and some people think that settles it. But dic- 
tlonaries are not infallible. In the long run th 
people fix their own pronunciation, and they wil 
not soon give their approval to a pronunciation 
so manifestly incorrect, unpleasant and unnatural 
as the hissing “Mis-soo-ri.” There is nothing 
in the name of this imperfal State to cause a hiss. 
—Walter Williams. 


STRANGER.—Chinese chop suey is commenss of 
flesh, vegetables, spice, sugar and oll, here 
should be three kinds of meat, three or twice three 
of vegetables, and three of spices. First amon 
the meats is pork. It ought to be from the 
young pig. With a sharp knife, the pork should 
be cut into ribbons or dominoes of lean meat.

The second and third mem- 
bers of the triad are the liver and gizzard of 
chicken. The former should be broken into ama 
pieces, and the latter sliced and scored on the 
edges. so that as the heat expands the tissue. 
the pieces separate like the spokes of a wheel, 
This use of the liver and gizzard its based upon 
their hygienic value, the one containing cholin 
and cholesterin, and the other, ingluvin. all three 
being capital digestive ferments, The best vege- 
table sextet consists of onion, celery, bambos-tin. 
tree-mushrooms, bean-sprouts and water-chest- 
nuts. The three spices are see-yao (soy sauce), 
fresh ginger-root and red pepper. The vegetabies 
are carefully washed, drain and cut fine, each 
being reduced to some special shape that sery 
asa distinguishing mark. The chop suey is presared 
in a frying pan some two feet in diameter, shaped 
in the segment of a globe. Into it are poured two 
cupfuls of water, half a cupful of peanut-oll and 
two teaspoonfuls of see-yao. Then, as the water 
beging to steam, the cook throws in the ingre- 
dients, which weigh, the meats a half-pound 
the vegetables a pound. The fire should be 
and the contents of the pan should be constantly 
stirred.

URING the past week the campaign 
for delegates to the National con- 
ventions has not effected a marked 
change in the relative standing of 
the candidates. Roosevelt has made 

slight gains in Missouri, where the gjuation is 
complicated, but lost North Dakota to La Fol- 
lette. Taft controls Kansas apparently. Clark 
won in Kansas, also. Taft factions will contest 
Missouri district delegations and complicate the

The people who vote 
are only one-fourth of the people and they are 
in that sense representative of the people and if 
we are going to trust that quarter with power 
over all the people, then they have to be limited 
by constitutional restriction and they are limited 
by constitutional restriction, under our constitu- 
tion. I know enough about the common sense of 
the American people to know that they will 
never give up the fonstitution, and they are not 
going to be honeyfugled out of it, by being told 
that they are fit to interpret nice questions of 
law, just as well or better than judges. 


Congressman McKinley, campaign manager for 
Taft, expressed his fear that if Roosevelt were 
defeated at Chicago his followers would bolt the 
convention. 


ROOSEVELT’S SPEECH. 


New York World: The Carnegie Hall speech 
is a study in progressive demagogy. Having be- 
gun with the Columbus speech, Mr. Roosevelt 
must keep the game for the benefit of his own 
political fortunes, He is seeking to debauch 
public opinion, he is seeking to inflame passion 
and appeal to ignorance and hatred, in order to 
win delegates to the Republican National Con- 
vention. But he personally does not belleve one 
word of his nonsense that he uttered at Carnegie 
Hall last night. 

New York Sun: We congratulate the Hon. 
Theodore Roosevelt on having delivered last 
evening, under circumstances congenial to his 
innate predilections, the most remarkable speech 
of his life. It was great as Theodore Roosevelt 
is great. It was a ringing, impassioned, adroitly 
conceived, eloquently and vehemently phrased 
utterance. It deserves a conspicuous place in 
the school readers as a magnificent illustration 
of that which an orator can do when he believes 
in himself thoroughly, and absolutely misunder- 
stands the intelligence of his audience. 

Kansas City Star: Mr. Roosevelt's address in 
Carnegie Hall, New York, is likely to rank with 
such classics as Washington's farewell address, 
the first inaugural address of Jefferson, Web- 
ster’s reply to Hayne, and the inaugural ad- 
dresses of Lincoln. No more effective presenta- 
tion of the fundamental basis of confidence in 
popular rule has ever been made. 

Boston Advertiser: The speech, with its apol- 
ogies and its attempts at modification, shows that 
Col. Roosevelt realizes that he made a serious 
political blunder in his Columbus speech. But 
even with its modifications, it shows that he 
does not yet understand how gtoss and unpardon- 
able his blunder was. 

Boston Post: Col. Roosevelt cleverly marshaled 
instances in support of his assertion that the 
people—that is the majority—do not always rule, 
even in matters of greatest importance to them- 
selves. It versed the growing impatience of the 
public with grabbers of coal and water powers, 
with drugs; with trusts, and monopolies of the 
oppressive kind and with the old style boss-rid- 
den conventions, now going to their death. As 
touching what was not new it was essentially 
true and well put. 

New York Times: Mr. Roosevelt is drawing in 
his horns. He stands by his Columbus speech, 
“oe says, but he is evidently not a little alarmed 
at the effect it produced upon the country. So, 
in his Carnegie Hall talk he sharply limits the 
application of his doctrines. Anybody who has 
carefully reade the Colonel’s Carnegie Hall ut- 
terance or who listened to it with attention must 
have observed several passages in which he ut- 
terly misstetes President Taft's position and 
ascribes to him beliefs and doctrines he never 
entertained. But that will surprise no one. It 
is notorious that in any controversy in which 
he is deeply interegted ,Mr. Roosevelt is in- 
capable of accurate statement. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Where the shoe really 
pinches is just here. Col, Roosevelt would have 
a constitution made the continual plaything of 
politics; would throw away all safeguards; would 
have the people disregard all restrictions, all 
law, all constitutional requirements and engage 
in a go-as-you-please contest at the polls every 
time a court passed upon the constitutionality 
of a law.

New York Post: One by one the Seven little 
Governors are finding themselves alone on the 
burning deck.

Osborn to pass a Presi- 
dential primary bill, has refused to adopt the 
clause giving such a@ measure immediate effect. 
As without such a provision April primaries are 
an impossibilitiy, the whole question is virtually 
shelved, so far, at least, as this year’s campaign 
is concerned. 


TAFT’S TOUR. 


Indianapolis Sun: In his speech before the 
Massachusetts Legislature Monday President Taft 
labored hard to show, in his attack on the re- 
call proposition, that it is unsafe to leave the 
settlement of any question to the popular expres- 
sion of the people. The fear of “mob rule,” the 
term by which the President once described the 
popular will, has been one of Mr. Taft's hobbies 
throughout his public career, 

Boston Globe: The salary of the President of 
the United States is $75,000 a year, with $25,000 
thrown in for traveling expenses, And he earns 
the money. If you don't believe it fo''’ow Mr. 
Taft in Boston this St. Patrick's day while he 
breakfasts, shakes hands, reviews a parade, 
lunches, talks to advertising men, addresses 
members of the Legislature, eats three dinners 
and delivers a trio of postprandial speeches. 

Indianapolis Star: Those who value the dignity 
of the Presidential office could wish that Mr. 
Taft would not go on electioneering tours. There 
are plenty of men to speak for him, 

Kansas City Times: Mr. Taft's profound dis- 
trust of the judiciary is more remarkable than 
his distrust of the people. The President’s fear 
of the people is not surprising, considering the 
way he was brought up. Neither Mr. Roosevelt, 
Chief Justice White nor the late Mr. Justice Har-

GROQMING BRYAN AGAIN. 


San Francisco Call: He reckons ill in Demo- 
cratic politics who leaves Mr. Bryan out of the 
count, and in fact the Nebraska man fills the 
important position of the unknown quantity af- 
fecting the equation on that side of the fence. 
Early in the proceedings Mr. Bryan was supposed 
to favor Woodrow Wilson, but of late he has been

SPOKANE, Wash., March 23.—Delvers 
into the early history of the Northwest 
faim they have indubitable evidence 
that the “Houn’ Dawg’’ song of the 
Ozarks was heard by Hernando Cortez, 
the conqueror .of Mexico, when he 
reached the Oregon country on a plun- 
dering tour, 40 years after the discov- 
ery of the Western Continent. The song 
in Chinook, the universal language of 
the northern Indians, follows: 

Quanisum nika chako copa tokn, 

Tenas-man chukin nika comox 
conaway kah; 

Cultus copa nika spose yaka mo- 
witch comox, 

Klaska delate kopet chukin nika 
comox conaway kah. 

‘There are several Indian versions, 
which show traces of apparent French 
origin,” said R. B. Milroy, chairman ‘of 
the Republican Central Committee of 
Yakima County, Wash., ‘but I do not 
think that the song was brought into the 
Northwest by the early French priests. 
The versions containing French words 
simply show the result of the mingling 
of tongues in the early days. 

“The Chinook Indians were once the 
great trading tribe of the Northwest, 
and they came into contact with the 
voyagers whom the early French settle- 
ments of Eastern Canada sent out to- 
ward the Pacific slope and intermoun- 
tain country, as well as with the fac- 
tors and men of the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany.’”’ 

A. J. Splawn, Mayor of North Yakima, 
who has lived in Central Washington 
since 1861 and has been friend and ad- 
visor of the Indians there for half a 
century, says that while he greatly ad- 
mires Champ Clark, he thinks it only 
just that the red man of the Northwest 
be given credit, as he is satisfied the 
“Houn’ Dawg” song is of Indian origin.

Unique Missouri Case Again Up 
on Appeal After Lower Tri- 
bunal Rectifies Error. 





SUPPORTS “PUBLIC POLICY” 





Anything That Strengthens the 
Marriage Bond Declared Com- 
mendable by Court. 





March 23.—A 
unique John P. 


Montgomery of Phillipsburg, Mo., d¢reed 
to forfeit the sum of $500 to his \pros- 
pective wife, Martha A. McFall, if after 
marriage he failed to treat her “as a 
good nusband should,”’ has been brought 
up for the second time in two years 
before the Springfield Court of Appeals. 
A lawsuit won in the Circu!t Court 
of Laclede County by Mrs. Montgomery 
arainst her husband and his bondsmen 
has been submitted to the Appellate 
Court and will be decided at the April 
call. The bond on which the action is 
based was once before held 
this same court. 

‘Public policy’’ is the main point about 
which the Montgomery case revolves. 
The courts hold that public policy is 
contravened when a@ man enters into a 
contract whereby marriage is held in 
contempt and its dissolution facilitated, 
but, on the other hand, it is strictly 
in keeping with public policy when a 
man signs a contract whereby marriage 
is favored and the marital relation 
maintained. The Montgomery contract 
is in the latter class. 

John P, Montgomery of near Phillips- 
burg asked for the hand in marriage of 
Miss Martha A. McFall, 19-year-old 
daughter of a neighboring farmer, in 
November, 1907. The girl’s parents ob- 
jected, but Montgomery was so insist- 
ent that the court says, “It is opvious 
to the most casual observer that there 
was some strong inducement.’’ 
Agreement Wins Parents of Girl. 
Montgomery finally overcame the ob- 
jections of the elder McFalis in a way 
that is without paralle] in the Missouri 
courts. With P. M. Montgomery, his 
brother, and Mrs. Margaret E. Mont- 
gomery, his mother, he entered into a 
contract worded as follows: 

Know all men by these presents: 
That I, John P. Montgomery, having 
agreed to and married Martha A. Mc- 
Fall, bind myself and also the fol- 
lowing securities to wit: P. M. Mont- 
gomery and Margaret E. Montgom- 
ery, in the sum of five hundred ($500) 
dollars, to the effect that I will treat 
her, Martha A. McFall, in a good 
and proper manner as a husband 
should treat his wife, and will not 
maitreat nor abuse her in any man- . 
ner, and if I should fail to treat her ~ 
as above stated, then this: obligation - 
shall become due and payable upon 
myself and bondsmen. provided that 
the said Martha A. McFall Shall econ- 
duct herself in a proper manner in 
every respect as the wife of the said 
John P. Montgomery.

He Quits Home After Marriage. 
Soon after the marriage, it was al- 
leged, the husband and father deserted 
his new home. 

Mrs. Montgomery immediately took 
steps to see that her husband forfeited 
the amount of the bond under which her 
parents had permitted the marriage to 
take place. A lawsuit was prepared and 
filed. It came to a sudden and abrupt 
termination, however, when Judge L. B. 
Woodside of the Laclede County Circuit 
Court sustained a demurrer filed by the 
defendant. This ruling was made on the 
grounds that “the obligation sued upon 
is against public policy and is void in 
that it invites and encourages a separa- 
tion of man and wife as a source of pe- 
cunilary profit.’’ 

Mrs. Montgomery appealed and the 
case was heard at the March, 1910, term 
of the Springfield Court of Appeals. 
After due consideration, Associate Judge 
Argus Cox wrote an opinion in which 
he declared the contract to be within 
the restrictions of public policy, remain- 
ing in full force and giving Mrs. Mont- 
gomery a right under the laws of Mis- 
souri to sue her husband, notwithstandad- 
ing his arguments to the contrary. By

PARIS, March 23.—Under a black 
headline a leading Paris newspaper an- 
néunces the death of the lottery ticket 
in this city. It follows with the state- 
ment that no more lotteries will be 





promulgated. 
The lottery has been a public insti- 
> tution in France since King Louis XIV 
' discévered what a fine revenue getter it 
was. It had flourished before that time, 
but always as a private enterprise. Bul 
Louis, with the enormous expenditures 
of his various households, to say noth- 
ing of ordinary public needs of money, 
- assimilated the lottery, more or less be- 
- nevolently. 

The ministers of Louis were hard 
pushed for funds when the suggestion 
to appropriate the lottery came. It was 
‘an age of gambling. Everybody from 
‘the Grand Seigneur to the sans-culotte 
' was eager to wager what he had in an 
_ effort to increase his store. So, along 
in the year 1700, the State organized a 
grand lottery, selling 440,000 tickets, 
which, at $9.20 each, brought in more 
‘than $4,000,000, a more stupendous sum 
in those days than it is now. The tick- 
lets were divided into 8 lots, with a 
_ winning ticket in each lot, which prom- 
\ised a fortune to the holder. 
Eatablished by Royal Proclamation. 
The plan was announced in a proc- 
lamation, which said: ‘His Majesty, 
{having remarked the natural inclina- 
tion of the greater part of his sub- 
ijects to invest their money in lottery 
tchances and desiring to provide for them 
‘ean agreeable and convenient manner to 
‘obtain .a considerable and certain rev- 
fenue for the rest of their lives, and 
seven to enrich their families, by risking 
sums so small that their loss would 
‘cause no great disaster, has decided it 
tadvisable to establish a royal lottery 
of 100,000,000 lire.”’ a 
In the following years as the king’s 
expenses increased, the number of lots 
‘was reduced and the $4,000,000 first taken 
‘in came to be only a drop of water in 
fan ocean. Louis XV found this revenue 
producing means ready to hand and used 
jt for all it was worth. Public and pri- 
vate lotteries sprang up everywhere and 
they proved a severe drain on the purses 
pf the poorer classes, because the small 
@rices of tickets and the great rewards 
to winners made this form of gambling 
especially attractive to them. 

| The lottery of 1770 was such an enor- 
mous affair as to prove a lasting scandal. 
However, it did not shock the country 
to the point of suppression and tickets 
rontinue to be sold under empire and 
under Restoration. In that period of 
French history the public treasury, to 


fr nothing of private treasuries, drew 
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mething like $10,000,000 a vear from the 
eckets. of the people, over what was 
aid our in prizes and the cost of ad- 
Eititering the lottery. 

; Tt was not until 1836 that govenmental 
@ispleasure was invoked against this 
gambling system. Flagrant abuses of 
he lottery of that year, which came to 
be called “‘the gold brick lottery,” causea 
the enactment of a law forbidding lot- 
teries except for charitable purposes. 
And now even this has been forbidden. 
_Lottery gambling became a passion 
Fhich has endured until the present. of 
ate years the institution has not pro- 
foked the same fever of gambling of 
Which" history bears witness. But even 
ret there is much of the old passion 
ft. Men have been known to hasten 
buy a ticket bearing the numbers of

IND AEROPLANES 
ARE WRECKED BY 
DOWN PRESSURE 


All French Army Flying Ma- 
chines Are to Be Remodeled 
to Meet New Theory.

PARIS, March 23.—What promises to 
be a scientific discovery of the highest 


Special 


importance in aviation is now being in- 


vestigated by the French military au-| 


thorities. The significance of the new 
theory is such that aeroplame construc- 
tion will undergo very considerable al- 
teration. 

Pending the investigation, the War 
Ministry has issued orders to all mili- 
tary aviators forbidding them to make 
flights with monoplanes until further 
instructions. This movement follows 
upon an official investigation of the ac- 
cident in which Lieut. Seveille lost his 
life while flying at Pau 10 days ago. 
Examination of the wrecked machine, 
as well as testimony of eye-witnesses, 
proved that the wing of Seveille’s mono- 
plane broke downward instead of up- 
ward, showing that the unequal pressure 
of air came from above instead of from 
underneath, as has been hitherto sup- 
posed was the case in fatal accidents. 

Experiments have now corroborated 
the theory that a downward dip of a 
monoplane throws a greatly increased 
air pressure upon the upper eurface of 
the wing. Heretofore the main strength 
of the wire stays has been devoted to 
preventing the wing buckling. from 
pressure on the under surface, while no 
stays have been thought necessary to 
counteract pressure from above. 

The official commission believes many 
accidents have been due to insufficient 
protection from air pressure on the up- 
per surface of the wings, and this is 
now being remedied in all army aero- 
planes. 

Vedrines, the celebrated aviator, who 
was defeated last Sunday for Deputy, 
has become a popular hero of the dis- 
trict which he desired to répresent in 
the French Parliament. Riots followed 
the anndéuncement of the result. which 
friends of the aviator declare was due 
to fraud. Vedrines says he intends to 
contest the election, and will become a 
candidate in the adjoining district.

From the Arab camp come stories of 
how the Soudanese Deborah walked 
through the camps at Gardens of tlhe 
Children of Adhem shrilly chanting a 
warning for cowards to stay in their 
tents for this was a day for brave men. 
Then came the shell wound and 
gloriously flung her hand upward, 
fiercely bidding the men in the name of 
Allah to go-forth and earn a wound like 
hers. 

Her identity is not made known but 
the camps hum with her bravery and it 
is predicted that this wil] not be her 
last appearance. After the battle she 
uppeared at the headquarters with her 
arm bandaged and demanded a rifle and 
it was reverently given to her, and as 
she strides through the tents brought 
from the desert, the dark skinned white- 
garbed men bow their heads to the sand.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—With a 
ceremonial of mourning that has not 
been equaled since the services in 
Washington for President McKinley, all 
that remained of the bodies of 64 sailors 
who went down with the Maine, today 
were accorded the last high honors that 

a nation can give. 
Flower-covered caissons, laden with 34 


coffins, were slowly drawn from the 


Navy Yard to the White House grounds, 
where memoria! services were held, and 
then to Arlington Cemetery while a cold, 
drizzling rain fell. 

Government stopped. The President 
suspended his labors and Congress ad- 
journed. The public buildings lowered 
their flags to half mast. 

Long before 2:30 o'clock 60,000 persons 
were on the White House = grounds. 
The coffins were borne from the scout 
cruiser Birmingham. 

Sigshbee and Chadwick There.

During the 
rremorial exercises the committe had 
arranged for the tolling of the “Paul 
Revere” bell of All. Souls’ Unitarian 
Church, which has been tolled at the 
funerals of presidents, admirals, gen- 
crals and other promient men. 

All bowed their heads when 
Father Chidwick, chaplain of the old 
Maine, recounted the scenes that at- 
tended the destructi6n of the ves- 
sel. Capt. Bayard of the Navy of- 
fered a praver and then Chaplain 
Chidwick spoke from a full heart. 

His eyes were wet when he began: 
“For the aid of a new people, and the 
advancement and glory of our own 
eountry,” he said, “these heroes gave 
up their lives; this sacrifice that we 
free before us was made. Today we 
thank God we sent forth our soldiers, 
not with vengeance in their hearts, 
but with the feeling of humanity and 
justice to right the wrong. 

“We have placed no responsibility 
for the tragedy, and thank God for 
that. We wish everything good for 
the nation with which we now are 
at peace and whose prosperity we 
desire. Nevertheless, the ship was 
an altar and the men who perished 
a sacrifice.” 

Taft Stands in Rain. 

A sharp patter of hail began to fall 
when President Taft, bareheaded, 
walked to the front of the platform. 
He did not try to shield himself from 
the storm and waved aside the prof- 
fer of an umbrella. The great crowd 
of citizens, hedwed in by the military, 
heard him tn respectful silence. 

“It is well,’ the President said, in 
his eulogy, “‘that we shall halt the 
wheels of government and stay the hum 
of industry to take time to note by ap- 
propriate ceremonies the debt we owe to 
those who gave up their lives for the 
nation.

Her parents had died in ‘‘a big town,”’ 
about three years ago, she said, and a 
Ivan servant had started Denmark 
With her, and after wandering around 
a long time had left her in Dallas.

Both parties to the action possess great 
wealth and influential family conec- 
tions. The wife was, before her mar- 
riage, Lucy Drexel. She is a daughter of 
the late Joseph Drexel, a Philadelphia 
banker. Her sister is the wife of Harry 
Lehr. John R. Drexel is her uncle, and 
Anthony J. Drexel Jr., who married Mar- 
jorie Gould, is her first cousin. The total 
wealth of the families in which she 
shares blood relationship would foot up 
close to the billion mark. 

Son of Rear Admiral. 

Eric B. Dahlgren, the defendant, is the 
son of the late Rear Admiral Dahlgren, 
who won fame in the Civil War and a 
vast fortune through the invention of the 
Dalhgren gun. 

Just before the close of business this 
afternoon a member of Olcott, Gurber, 
Bonynge & McManus, filed Mrs. Dahl- 
gren’s summons and complaint in the 
Supreme Court.

FORT SMITH, Ark., March 23.—A 
mob broke into the city jail here to- 
night and seized an unidentified negro 
who previously had shot and probably 
fatally wounded Deputy Constable An- 
drew Carr.

Chief Young Threatens to Throw 
Book at Husband Who 
Abuses Her. 








Mrs. Tillie Steckman, 4154 Schil- 
ler place, who, with her six children, 
the oldest a girl of 8, appeared at 
police headquarters to complain 
egainst her husband’s mistreatment 
of her because of her “extravagance. ’ 
told Chief Young yesterday how she 
managed to support her entire 
household on $5 a week. The cause 
of all her trouble, she said, was that 
her husband learned she owed a 
$1.70 milk bill and had borrowed $3 
from her butcher with which to buy 
the children some clothes.

a real and living fact, and not as a 
juggling formula ingeniously’ de- 
vised so as not to find expression in 
fact. In a recent speech the Presi- 
dent paraphrased Lincoln’s great state- 
ment that ‘this is a Government of the 
people, for the people and by the peo- 
ple,’ proposing as a substitute that we 
should hereafter act on the theory that 
this is a Government of the people, for 
the people, by a representative part (or 
class) of the people. It is dangerous 
work for any man to try to improve on 
Lincotn’s doctrines of popular sover- 
eignty and popular right. 

“Those who believe in government or 
rule by a part of the people, by a minor- 
ity of the people, by a privileged class 
or caste, over the rest of the people 
have always insisted under every form 
of minority government from aristoc- 
racy to plutocracy that they were really 
representing the people, that they knew 
how to represent the people and how 
to govern them a great deal better than 


athe people did themselves. 


is on this point that we follow 
Abraham Lincoln and take direct issue 
with the President. In actual practice 
the President’s theory of government of 
the people, not by the people, but by a 
representative part of the people, 
means simply government of the people 
hy the bosses, by the men who repre- 
re t the combination of politics and big 
business, a combination of political and 
fnancial privilege. This is what gov- 
crmment of Americans by a representa- 
tive part or class of Americans in actual 
practice means.

“As against this theory of government 
we adhere to the theory set forth by 
Lincoln, the theory that this is ‘a Gov- 
ernment of the people, for the people 
and by the people.’ To hold that the 
American people are fit to rule them- 
selves, and that no small part of them 
is to be permitted to govern the rest. 
We hold that the American people are 
to govern themselves, to rule themselves 
and that they choose their representa- 
tives not to rule over them, but merely 
to manage the public business in the 
best possible fashion for them, accord- 
ing to the general lines which they, the 
people, lay down. In other’ words, 
whereas, the President believes that a 
part of the people are to govern the 
rest, we hold that all the people are to 
govern themselves by choosing some of 
their number, not to govern them in 
the sense of ruling them, but to manage 
their government for them as_ they 
themselves decree. 

“This is not a difference of words. 
This is a fundamental difference, which 
explains why, in so many matters, the 
Progressives do not ‘feel that the Pres- 
ident, however good his intentions, can 
properly represent them, or pay to pro- 
gressive ideas the kind of loyalty which 
results in the translation of words into 
actions."’

Yesterday Chief of Police Long re- 
ceived confidential information that the 
fugitive had been seen at night at the 
home of his father, John Goehl, a car- 
penter, who lives in a story-and-a-half 
lean-tyu cottaze on the eastern outskirts 
of Collinsville. 

Long took three policemen, who con- 
cealed themselves in a covered wagon, 
and drove to the house.

Beginning with a _ self-denying 
ordinance with respect to Cuba, we 
were forced into the attitude of taking 
over the Philippines, and our course in 
those islands has reflected the highest 
credit on our purposes and civilization.” 

When the President had concluded 
th- Pight Rev. W. F. Anderson pro- 
nounced the benediction, the artil- 
kerymen on their horses saluting. 
The crowd was uneovered. This end- 
ed the exercises in the city. 

Start for Cemetery. 

The ceremonies then were trans- 
ferred to Arlington cemetery, across 
the Potomac.

She declared eu- 
genics might be of worth if it be made 
the handmaiden of religion tn warring 
against promiscuous relations, but will 
be worse ghan useless if directed wholly 
toward mere physical results.

WRECKING STARTS 


MAY | ON SITE 
FOR SKYSURAPER 


All Arrangements Made for 19. 
Story Building at Olive 
and Broadway. 








Construction soon will be started on 
a number of high-class buildings in the 
business and residential districts. The 
most important of these will replace the 
present Commonwealth Trust Building, 
at the northeast corner of Broadway 
and Olive street, and the former build- 
ing of the Missouri Historical Society, 
at the southwest corner of Sixteenth 
and Locust streets. 

The clearing of the site at the north- 
east corner of Broadway and Olive 
street will be begun May 1, provided 
possession can be obtained of the quar- 
ters of Alexander F.. Kessler, hatter 
and furrier, at 206 North Broadway. 
Kessler, according to Jesse D. Dana, 
promoter of the project, has agreed to 
move as soon as he can find another lo- 
cation. 

Contracts were signed by the officials 
of the Commonwealth Trust Co. with 
C. Betram Cady, by which he will re- 
ceive a bonus of $25,000 for the sur- 
render of his lease of the fifth floor of 
the Third National Bank, at 421 Olive 
street. The proposed Commonwealth 


Trust Co. Buflding wil! be 19 stories in 





height. With ground including the 
Present site of the Commonwealth 
Trust Building, the adjoining ground on 
Broadway extending north to the 
building of the Scarritt-Comstock Fur- 
miture Co., at Broadway and Locust 
Street, and the former building of the 
Third National Bank, the structure will 
represent an investment of $3,500,000. Ne- 
gotiations have been completed with 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. for 
& building loan of $1,500,000 at 5% per 
cent. 

A 21-story building was proposed orig- 
inally, but this acheme was abandoned 
when it was found that a special ordi- 
nance would be required for its con- 
struction. 

The Seventeenth Street Realty Co. will 
erect an eight-story structure on the 
southwest. corner of Sixteenth and Lo- 
cust streets, to be known as the Leath- 
er Trades Building. The structure will 
occupy a site 100x155 feet and will cost 
$254,000. 

Improvements projected for the West 
End include the erection of an apart- 
ment building at 6614 and 5620 Water- 
man avenue to cost, exclusive of the 
site, $51,200. The builder will be Oscar 
Elmo, a client of the Weisels-Gerhart 
Realty Co. 

Permits have been taken out by the 
George F. Bergfeld Realty Co. for the 
erection of four 10-room houses on Ber- 
lin avenue, between Limit avenue and 
Skinker road, to cost $34,000.

Several Choice Holdings, 
The holdings comprise about 175 lots 
in University City, in addition to 70 
acres adjoining the municipality on the 
west, and a rectangular tract running 
parallel on the south with the Clayton 
branch of the Suburban or Hodiamont 
electric line. There are a number of 
parcels in other additions, including 
Parkview and Olive Terrace, on the 
Olive street road. 
University City has been laid out as 
a park subdivision, with street and 
municipal improvements of the highest 
order, and with building restrictions that 
assure its future as a high-class residen- 
tial locality. 

Rapid Upbuilding Expected, 
Following the distribution of the lots 
at the proposed auction or the special 
sale, the upbuilding of the subdivision, 
it is believed, will be swift and complete.

“It is a tarheel song,” he declares, indicating 
his belief that it came from North Carolina. 

Put some Missouriang who have been here 
icnger than Gov. Hadley believe the song does 
belong to this State. John H. Curran, who did 
his best, while immigraticn cédmmissioner, to 
help get an official State song, contradicts his 
former chief and declares that the doz sone «ame 
from Missouri, and that it had cone a long way 
from Missouri at the time he first heard it. 

“It was out in New Mexico,” gays Curran. 
“some 20 years ago. I was with some fellow; 
on a ranch, and one of them, who was from Mis 
souri, wag the life of the party. He played the 
banjo and sang ‘Dinah Had a Wooden Leg,’ an‘ 
as sure as you live, the tune he sang it to was 
the very tune of the dog seng. And sometimes 
at the end of the ‘Dinah’ verse, he would sing 
this line, repeated two or three times: 

‘Beys all kick mv deg aroun’.’ 

“And then, with his final twang of the banjo 
etrinze he would end with: 

‘Metter quit kickin’ my dog aroun’.’ 

“I forgot all about the words until the dog 
song recalled them to me.” 

Jim F'eland, who has been an automobile sales- 
man and good roads worker in South and South- 
west Missouri, was in the Ozarks in December, 
when the songz began to be heard in St. Louis, 
and he undertook to trace it to its source. He 
found that more people seemed to know the song, 
and to have known it longer, at Mountain Grove, 
Wright County, than anywhere else; but no one 
in Mountain Grove covld help him in his histor- 
ical inouiry. 

In Phelre County, where the Ozark crest has 
its jumping-off place—the county which, its in- 
habitants say, would equal Texas in area, if it 
were flattered out—-Feland found an old settler 
who told him thet the song started there. The 
old man had no ear for music, and couldn't be 
sure whether the tune was the one he used to 
hear, but he said he would never forget the in- 
cident which gave rise to the song. 








“It was in Rolla, ’way along before the War,” 
he related. “There was a lot of boys kickin’ 4 
dog around the square, an’ the young chap that 
owned the dog came up and hollered “You quit 
a-kickin’ my dog’ aroun’!’ Wanted to lick the 
whole bunch, and had the town a-laughin’ at 
bim. An’ it weren’t long after that, that I heard 
somebody singing a song about it, with the 
words just about like they are now.” 

To meet the objection that the song is too 
short, Foland has prepared what the musical 
comedy people call “added verses.” He says 
he has made them as Ozarkish in atmosphere as 
a long acquaintance with that country would 
enable him to do. 

The verses have not much connection with 
the honn’ idea. and not much connection with 
ea h other, but they can be sung to the houn’ 
cog tune, and consecutiveness is not necessary, 
Fcland says, in an Ozark folk-ballad.

Schopenhauer’s spiteful essay against the fair 
sex has, of late years, been frequently rebutted 
by women who have shown the enterprise and 
Among these is Miss Catherine 
S Lewis, whom the same quality of initiative 
made the heroine of a fire in the Blair Public 
School, St. Louis, and the manager of a suc- 
cessful dairy farm near West Plains, Mo. 

By her cool promptitude of action, Miss Lewis 
saved a roomful of pupils from fire and panic, 
when she was a schoolma'am in St. Louis. By 
her vigor of management she has obtained in a 
few years almost a monopoly of the dairy sup- 
plies of West Plains, and relates that 12 men 
who were her competitors have all succumbed 
to “the survival of the fittest’—she being the 
fittest. 

Nevertheless, she has reteined her feminine 

charm unimpaired. Her stature is small and 

girlish, her large brown eyes ae limpid and at- 
tractive, her cheeks are rosy, and, in the midst 
of the distractions of bookkeeping and collecting 
accounts, she maintains a love for music and 

poetry. She emphatically declares she is no! a 

suffragette, and holds to the principle. which 

many of her more advanced sisters denounce as 

a relic of female slavery, that “women should n° 

meddle in men’s affairs.” She rather coyly de- 

fends her own incursion into the masculine realm 
of business by saying: | 

“T had to make a living, for I had no man to 

do it for me.” 


the story of Miss Lewis’ success. She was born 
(she will not say how nearly 30 years ago) the 
daughter of a farmer in Northern Missouri. Sev- 
enteen years ago her father bought a farm of 216 
acres in Howell County, in the Ozark district, 
three miles from West Plains, and on this farm 
she spent that part of her years she was not 











attending school, for she received an excellent 
education. 

Her life on the farm gave her a knowledge 
of its occupations and a sturdy constitution which 
did not shrink from inclemency of weather or 
severity of labor. When her father hecame, six 
years ago, too old to continue the active man- 
agement of his affairs, she took his place. For

eney called upon her to display an instantaneous 
decision such as had been hourly necessary in 
the details of her farm work. She was in charge 
of 50 pupils of one of the lower grades at the 
Blair School. 

A small boy saw flames and smo’e arising in 
the air shaft. Instead of screaming and rushing 
out, the tiny hero walked to Miss Lewis’ desk 
and whispered to her what he had seen. Not 
only did ‘the boy manifest his own coolness and

Miss Lewis immediately placed nerself with 
her back to the ai‘shait, so that the pupils would 
not see the blaze. Then, although there was 
danger that some leaping jet would set her 
clothes afire, she marshalled the children in lines, 
with the boys nearest the airshatt, because the 
girls’ skirts were more inflammable than the boy’s 
knickerbockers.

is a profession with a certain income in salary. 
li enables, and indeed requires, a woman to be 
well-dressed at all times. It affords a compan- 
ionship with educated persons. It is, in short, 
what has been called “a genteel occupation.” 

On the other hand, Miss Lewis’ early training 
drew her to country as against city life. On the 
farm she could be her own boss, instead of being 
at the beck and call of a school principal and a 
Board of Education. Her income might be un- 
certain, but it would be what her own energy anc 
enterprise could make it. So, choosing hard dail) 
labor, early rising, calloused hands and liberty, 
she determined to become, a dairy farmer and 
to bid the schoolroom good=by. 

On taking charge of the farm she found her. 
self in possession of 216 acres, mostly of grazing 
land, spacious barns, a herd of cattle and horses, 
an orchard of 19 acres and a roomy farmhouse in 
which to live. To care for the house she had 
her mother, Mrs. George T. Lewis. 

The schoolma’am plunged into her work with 
enthusiasm. She determined to raise her own 
provender for her stock, and rising at dawn, she 
saw to it that her three hired men betook them- 
selves promptly to the fields and the dairy. 

Her overseeing eye was everywhere, as he! 
employes socn discovered. She insisted that the 
plank floors of the cattle stalls be ‘ept as clean 
as if they we e in her own house. The dairy and 
all its utensils must~be spotiess..--The cattle 
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and that she was near fainting. Luc ily, the blaze 
was confined almost wholly to her room, and the 
other teachers were able to march their pupils 
cut without panic or danger. 

At the end of this term her father died and 
left his farm to her. The bequest placed her at 
the parting of the ways.

She had from the first set a motto for het- 
self, which was, in her own words, “to give the 
people the real stuff.” This meant that their 
milk must be milk with cream upon it, that the 
butter must be fresh and sweet, and that the 
products which she marketed must surpass those 
of her competitors in excellence. 

Perched upon a spring wagon, with milk cans 
all about her, Miss Lewis at first made her own 
deliveries and was her own “milkman.” Her

Her cattle herd now consists of 97 head, of which

of $750 in. milk and butter, besides the increase 
of the herd due to her calves. The black Angus 
bull weighs 1110 pounds, or more than half a ton. 

When a representative of the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine approached her farmhouse re- 
cently he saw an interesting sight. A heavy 
snow storm had fallen and it was bitterly cold. 
But out of the door burst the slight figure of a 
woman, wrapped from head to foot in a thick 
overcoat. Her feet were in boots, a man’s cap 
was drawn down over her ears, great mittens 
covered her hands, and she was immersed to the 
eyes in a muffler. She sped swiftly across the 
snow to where some cattle were exposed to the 
wind, and compelled them, with shouts and 
thumps with her hands, to move to more shel- 
tered quarters. She was doing a man’s work on 


a wintry day, and was healthy and happy doing it. 

Miss Lewis will not speak of her income more 
definitely than to say she is “making money’ 
Her bank account is regarded with respect in 
West Plains and the town gossip has it that 
she is prospering remarkably. “Miss Lewis i 
making money hand over fist,” the wiseacres of 
the vicinity remark. 

‘A woman can do dairy farming as well as & 
man,” she says. “I have proved it. But I am 
not a suffragette. Men are capaple of looking 
after the politics of the country. Women shouldnt 
meddle in men’s affairs if they can help it. I 
am running a dairy business because I had to 
ma’e a living and because I had no man to de 
it for me.”

FLAGS NEARLY AS OLD AS 


T WOULD be rather wide of the faet to say 
that the flag of the United States is the old- 
est in the world, although it may be said that 

among modery aations the Stars and Stripes lists 

as ore of the oldest standards. The national] 





| flag of China was announced as such to all the 


foreign diplomats in 1872, The present flag of 
Spain was adopted in 1785. The French ilag was 
adopted in its present form in 1794, while that or 
the German Empire dates back only to 1871. The 
flag of Italy was adopted in 1848. 

The United States flag antedates all of these, 
and may even be older than that of Switzerland, 
the history of which appears to be in some ob- 
scurity, But it is far from being “the oldest in 
the world.” Recognized authorities say that almost 
at the dawn of the world, as socun as men fel) into 
the way of banding themselves together for a 
common cause, they adopted some sort of a con- 


spicuous object as their symbol—a common object. 


about which to rally. This was particularly true 
in organized warlike expeditions. 
It can hardly be doubted thet flags, or their 


equivalent, were used very early in the world’s 
history. Among the buried remnants of early 
races and civilization are found records of objects 
which were apparently used as ensigns. These 
are accepted as evidence that the ancient Egyp- 
tian soldiers were not without their standards, 
The Assyrians and Jews also carried something 
Similar in design and purpose. 

According to ancient records, Darius’ chariot 
had two standards fastened to the yoke. We 
find banners, standards and ensigns mentioned 
often in the Bible. — 


Even in ancient times it is known that some 
sort of drapery was used for the standards, but 
it is considered probable that the flag, in the 
sense of the word as used today, did not make 
its appearance until the Middle Ages, and per- 
haps not until the practice of heraldry had 
reached a definite form. 


The Bayeux tapestry, commemorating the Nor- 
man conquest of England, contains many rep- 
resentations of the flags of the period, which were

berne on the lances of tue knights of William’s 
ariny. 

The powerful aid of the church seems ever to 
have been enlisted to give sanctity to national 
flags, and the origin of many can be traced to 
a sacred banner, notably the oriflamme of 
France. 

The flags of the United States were various be- 
fore and after the Declaration of Independence, 
and even after the adoption of the Stars and 
Stripes these underwent some changes in the 
manner of their arrangement before taking their 


present form.

But the 
extensive application of the product to varied 
human needs has come in comparatively recent 
years. The words “cement,” “concrete” and 
“re-enforced concrete” are heard so frequently 
nowadays that a little excursion into records to 
find out what they really mean is worth the lay-

Portland cement, the basis of modern concrete | 
work, is a manufactured product derived from 


limerock, clay or similar aluminous raw mate- 
rials. It is prepared through a process of drying, 
burning and grinding, so that when finished {t isa 


light gray powder. Every grain of this powder 
is made to pass through a sieve containing 40,000 
holes or meshes to the square inch. Mixed with 
water and exposed to the air, the powder grad- 
ually changes into an artificia! stone, which is 
practically impervious to heat or cvid. The pen- 
etration of heat into a concrete mass is xot over 
three-eigntns of an inch at the highest obtainable 
temperature. 

Concrete is made up of cement, sand and 
crushed rock. The three materials are mixed in 
such proportions as will develop the highest valus 
for practical purposes and at the same time 
bring the resulting concrete within the range of 
buyers in the matter of cost. Re-enforced con- 
crete consists of concrete used in conjunction 
with steel re-enforcement. The object is to add 
the tensile value of stee! to the total mass, It is 
in this way that concrete columns are formed. 

From the small beginnings of half a century 
ago the cement trade has grown until last year 
& production of 80,000,000 barrels was reported. 
Concrete men predict that the present year’s pro-

duction will reach 100,000,000 barrels. While its 
use in cities has dated from years back, conerets 
is now largely used in country districts as well, 
Fence posts of concrete are becoming common,

HAPPY-GO-LUCKY child 
of Southern sunshine, 
with orange blossoms and 
magnolia blooms in her 
hair, had never been told 
that it was wrong to 
romp in the puddles, make 
mud pies and kick up dust 
with her bare feet. Along 
came a scientist, knowing 
all about germs, who 
eyed her with displeasure 
and remarked: 
“My, what a very dirty 
child!” 
No one had ever said such a thing to her be- 
‘fore, and she didn’t like it. But the scientist 
seized her in his arms, bore her indoors and 
caused her to be scrubbed from head to foot. At 
first she wept indignantly. Then, as the novel 
feeling of cleanliness began to tingle over her 
even smiled and finally 
‘said “Thank you” to the stern scientist. 

This is not merely a chi.u:en’s tale, but is an 
allegory of a remarkable event which has hap- 
pened in the South. The “child” is the State of 
Louisiana and the scientist is Dr. Uscar Dowling, 
president of tue Louisiana State board of Health. 

When he assumed office in August, 1910, Louis- 
Hiana, a land of laughing climate and roses, was 
dirty and didn’t care, it was said. He had the 


courage to tell a proud and easy-going people — 


that they were unclean, and told them in short, 
ugly words. 

At first he aroused resentment. Today, owing 
4% to his strenuous campaign, unique in the history 
qf of state offi ils, the residents of Louisiana are 
rapidly beconiing enthusiasts on:the subject of 
sanitation and Dr. Dowling has won fame as 
“the man who washed a State.” 
“The conditions that were to be faced were 
appalling,” writes one of Dr. Dowling’s admireis. 
“Louisiana was deep in the jungle of insanitation. 
There was little regulation of food or water sup- 
plies, or of physical conditions. Milk was pro- 
duced by sickly, mangy herds in dairies where 
cleanliness had never been thought of. It vag 
conveyed and sold to the in a Way 
that made purity impossibie. C:ttle were slaught- 
ered under conditions that will not bear mention. 
fand the meat was sold in markets where screens 
and scrubbing brushes were unthought of. 

“Storekeepers kept their stocks of food wit. ab- 
: politely no thought of its condition. In a few 
stores in Louisiana flies and insects did not swarm 
‘ain and out and over the exposed food supplies 
“Wa.nsout hindrance. But they were so .ew as to

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“In small towns the water supply was contami- 
nated in terrible fashion. wUne-tuird of the state 
has good water—supplied from artesian wells— 
but the remaining two-.uirds seemea to regard 
pure water aS a minor matter.

Dr. Dowling’s first reproach to his peop: was 
couched in brief, pointed and vigorous language. 

“We have got a bad reputation,’ he said. “Other 
states think of Louisiana as the wome of swrps. 
and malaria, and mosquitoes, ana fever, and gen- 
unhealthiness. Wea deserve this. It’s all 
our own fault. Our bad reputaiuon is due not to 
climate, not to swamps, not to our geographical 
lceation, but to—dirt. Plain dirt. Dirtiness ac- 
cumulated through decades of carelessness. Dirt

That's all that’s the mat- 
ter with us; we're a dirty crowd.” 

These words made no great impression. The 
venerable adage that everyone must eat a peck 
of dirt before he dies was repeated. A_ high 
death rate? Well, people had got sick and died 
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since the beginning of time. Everybody must die 
some day, anyhow. And the roses were blooming, 
the skies were smiling and things were going 
pretty well as they were. 


The determined health officer met this lotus- 
land languor with energy. “If the mountain 
wouldn’t come to Mahomet, Mahomet would go to 
the. mountain.” “The people will not come to 
us to be shocked and awakened, so we will go to 
the people,” said Dr. Dowling. The result was 
the health exhibit train of the Louisiana State 
Board of Heaith, the celebrated “gospel of health 
on wheels.” 


Dr. Dowling talked the railroads into giving him 
two cars with which to conduct his town-to-town 
campaign for cleanliness. The railroads wound 
up by giving him three cars. Two of them were 
devoted to specimens showing in vivid style the 
between dirt and disease. In the 
third were the living quarters of the health force, 
and their home until Louisiana was washed. 


The following summary is given of the health 
tour, which began Nov. 5, 1910, and ended June 
§, 1911. 


“In this time the health special had covered 
7000 miles on the eight trunk lines within the 
State; had stopped in 256 cities and towns—every 
town in the State of more than 250 inhaDitants; 
660 lectures had been delivered to 120,000 persons; 
2500 sanitary inspections had been made, and 
more than 225,000 visitors had passed through the 
‘ars and had health talked to them in a manner 
they would not foi get. 


“kivery schoolhouse, jail, asylum, almshouse, 
practically every public institution in the State, 
was visited and inspected. Most of the stores, 
restaurants, barber shops, hotels, butcher shops, 
slaughter houses, drug stores, dairies—every sort 
of business that might affect public health—went 
under the same inspection.

“Thus the history of mankind shows us the

and that are ready to go to war only with other 
groups outside of their own limits. Notwithstand- 
ing all temporary revolutions and the shattering 
of larger units for the time being, the progress 
in the direction of unification has been so reg- 
ular and so marked that we must needs conclude 
that the tendencies which have swayed this de- 
velopment in the past will govern our history in 
the future. * * * The practical difficulties that 
seem to stand in the way of the formation of 
still-larger units count for naught before the in- 
exorable laws of history.” 

After pointing out that nations as they exist 
today are held together not so much by any 
fancied blood relationship or racial kinship as by 
common emotional ideals, Prof. Boas concludes: 

‘Most important of all, if we understand that 
the feeling of opposition to the stranger which 
accompanies the feeling of solidarity of the na- 
tion is the survival of the primitive feeiing of 
specific differences, we are brought clearly fac 
to face with those forces that will ultimatel) 
abolish warfare as well as legislative conflicts 
between nations: that will put an end not only 
to the wholesale slaughter of those representing 
a distinct ideal, but also prevent the passage 
of laws that favor the members of one 
nation at the expense of all other members of 
mankind.”

“Where these things were found as they should 
be—which was very seldom—Dr. Dowling said 
so. When they were found otherwise—which was 
very frequently—he also said so, in words which 
left no possible doubt of their -meaning. Markets, 
stores, restaurants, jails and almshouses were or- 
Zered closed up or cleaned up, patent medicines 
were destroyed, tubercular beef burned.” 

Notices such as the following grew to be typi- 
cal: 

“TO THE PEOPLE OF WINNFIELD: 

“This is to notify you that I will discontinue 
my market after April 30, until I can meet the 
requirements of the State Board of Health, which 
will be only a short time. 

“I desire to thank my friends and customers 
for their past patronage and hope in the near 
future to be able to serve you again. 

“T. G. MILAM.” 

“Like a storm of cleanliness,” it has been said, 
“the doctor and his assistants went from one point 
in the State to another, peering into dark corners, 
condemning, praising, teaching. And when it was 
over and the special was back in the yards at 
New Orleans, Louisiana was glowing with a new 
sensation: it had been washed.” 

When the special arrived in a town, the health 
force swooved down upon the entrenchments of 
dirt in a s*stematic assault. Dr. Dowling hastened 
to inspect the water and food supply, the public 
buildings and sanitary conditions. Sometimes 
he took a handcar and trundled his way down 
a narrow track. Sometimes a motor car bore 
him into the country, sometimes a buggy, some- 
times he walked. 

Two physicians attached to tne spe ial lectured 
at the railroad stations end at public halls. An 
instructor of School and Home Hygiene—a woman 
—talked to the women and children. In the even- 
ing a moving picture show demonstrated the con- 
nection between dirt, flies and disease; and at 
this meeting Dr. Dowling stood up and boldly told 
the citizens what conditions he had found in their 
town. The following is given as representative 
of these talks, from which it may be seen that he 
did not mince matters, and called things, and 
persons, by their right names: 

“Today I inspected your town. John Jones’ 
dairy is bad. Bill Smith’s butcher shop is vile. 
Tom Johnson’s restaurant is rotten. Your jail is 
impossible and your schoolhouse unfit to house 
children. I wouldn’t care to shoulder the responsi- 
bility if an epidemic should break out here, which 
it is likely to do, if conditions remain as they 
are,” 

These public denunciations moral 
courage, the effect of which, recognized by the 
victims, went far to allay their resentment. And 
the doctor’s words were no empty menace. The 
law had invested him with power to put his ad- 
vice for reform into effect. 

In Madison Parish he ordered that the alms- 
house be cleaned up or torn down. It was cleaned. 
In one town he told the officials to scrub the 
jail or he would turn all the prisoners loose. It 
Was scrubbed. Markets, stores and butcher shops 
were summarily closed until they could satisfy tne 
regulations of the Health Board. 

The tour was accompanied by a fire of newe- 
Paper comment, mostly good natured. Some ex- 
amples were gathered by Henry Oyen, in an article 
for the World’s Work magazine

spread of Dr. Dowling’s face-to-face denunciatious 
of prominent but dirty citizens, local papers be- 
gan carrying such warnings as: 

“The health train is coming on April 6.

Si-eveport, Dr. Dowling’s home town, chuckled 
es the other towns writhed under his apbraidings. 
Shreveport felt safe; the doctor would say noth- 
ing har=h about his own town. 

At a banquet given by the Shreveport Chamber 
of Commerce Dr. Dowling told the members s0 
nany things they did not want to hear that one 
anguished citizen cried out: 

“Dr. Dowling, for God’s sake hush! 
milk!” 

The health train, although the most spectacular 
of Dr. Dowling’s efforts, was not the only one. 
Some of his achievements were the abolition of 
public drinking cups and towels, the appointment 
of traveling salesmen as deputy health inspectors, 
the furnishing of free anti-diphtheretic serum to 
the poor, the regulation of barber shops, hotels 
and restaurants, the registration and scoring of 
dairies, the regulation and control of fish ana 
game, the regulation of all food supplies, the 
screening of stores and markets and a $State- 
wide battle against the house, or typhoid, fly. 

Any citizen of Louisiana today can write to the 
Board of Health and learn the exact conditions 
under which the milk used by his family is pro- 
duced. Every citizen has become a_ potential 
deputy health inspector, and not a day passes 
without the arrival of many volunteer reports on 
sanitary conditions. These are all investigated, 
and if the complaint is found just the abuse is 
corrected. 

The Board of Health expects that Its work 
among the school children will bear the most val- 
uable fruit. To the “Three R’s” in the public 
school curriculum has been added the study of 
health. Every month the board sends a bulle- 
tin to every school child in the State. These are 
placed in the hands of the school superintendents 
for direct distribution among the children. The 
teachers are instructed in school and home hygi- 
ene, and communicate their knowledge to the 
mothers and children.

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LAWS RELATING 


HE law authorizes the immigration officials

All the citizens of Lehigh give welcome to Rufino 
Rodriquez. His pockets have filled with 
money. Provision has been made for funds to 
pay for his education in any college he may 
choose, that Rufino Rodriquez may have a fair 
chance in life. Above all, application will be 
made ‘o the authorities recommending 
that Kod.iquez be given the Carnegie medal for 
bravery. 

It is fine to see such a thing as has happened 
at Lehich. The stuff that heroes are made of 
does not belong to race or color, nor is it pos- 
sessed only by those in high stations. It appears 
without pomp or the roll of drums, and in a flash 
the humblicst man has distinguished himself. 

And thus it was with Rufino Rodriquez, beard- 
less and barely more than a boy. When Rufino 
awoke that morning he splashed the cold water 
on his face and sat down to breakfast, probably 
in the same mechanical way he had been doing 
these things ever since he was a small boy. He 
had worked in the McAlester coal fields about 
six years. The town of Lehigh is immediately 
above the mine in which he worked, and one 
might think that the miners could almost hear 
the wagons rumbling in the streets, and the bells 
ringing, and the whistles blowing. and the chi'- 
dren of Lehigh at play. With his dinner in his 
tin pail Rufino passed along the sidewalks of bro- 
ken boards unrecognized save by men of his 
kind, and then along the dirt path with the rusty 
brown grass on either side, to the mine.

When at 
work, miners are scattered throughout this 
underground city by twos and threes and fours 
the chambers where the coal is being dug.

Several minutes had passed, when one 
of the negroes looked around the corner, and saw 
a wall of flame where the barrel of black oil had 
been standing. 

With a shout of terror, the negro sprang for- 
ward to the cage, which at that moment was at 
the bottom of the shaft. He was followed instant- 
ly by the other negro ca and the two gave 
the usual signal the engineer on the surface 
that men were on the cage to be hoisted. The 
negroes cailed to Rufino and the other Mexican: 

“Hurry! Hurry! and get on and let's 
get out of here; the mine is on fire!” 

Rufino’s companion joined the negroes, and the 
three called reveatedly to Rufino to save himself 
by getting into the cage. Instead, Rufino Rodri- 
quez, who speaks English fairly well, shouted 
back: 

“You fellows can go out and go to thunder, but 
you had better go with me and help save the 
men!”

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WHY ALASKA 


T HAS been reported from Alaska for 
time that the Territory has had 
est winter in its history. Hvyacinths and tu- 

lips are in bloom at Juneau, no snow has fallen 
there since Christmas, the mean January temper- 
ature was 4 degrees above the freezing point, and 
the lack of snow highways 
barrassing. According to Washington dispatches, 
Capt. Henry 8S. Knapp of the Hydrograpnie Of- 
fice believes that the warm waters of the Japan 
eurrent are now striking Alaska in the neighbor- 
hood of Juneau, and this fact, he thinks, ig help- 
ing to moderate the temperature of the Terrti- 
tory. 

This explanation of the warm spell in Alaska 
is behind the times, according to meteorologists 
in this city. They say that no competent school- 
ma’am tells her geography ciass that the shores 
of Alaska are ever warmed by thé Japan current. 
The current is a very interesting river.in the 
ocean, but it never reaches the American 
coasts. 

The Japanese name for this current is Kuro 
Sivo, which means “blue salt.” Passengers from 
San Francisco or Vancouver can distinctly see 
this ocean stream as they crogs it, a few hundred 
miles to the east of Yokohama. It is very blue and 
very warm, for the waters composing it have 
been blown across the wide Pacific in the north- 
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ENJ oYs WARMER WEATHER | 


ern part of the equatorial regions by the per- 
sistent northeast trade winds. 

This north equatorial current pouring westward 
across the Pacific finally reaches the region of 
the north-south current caused by the monsoon 
winds and is thus deflected to the north, becomes 
the Kuro Sivo and as it passes Japan it is 
separated from those islands by a Wide belt of 
coo] water. It is gradually turned eastward as 
it gets into the belt of westerly winds. 

But the Kuro Sivo is finally lost in the waste 
of waters. It cannot be traced further north than 
about 45 degrees north latitude nor further east 
than between the 150th and 160th meridians. This 
is the end of the Kuro Sivo. There it merges in 
the general easterly drift of the northern Pacific. 

There is no distinct current, but a general set 
of the surface waters toward North Ame ica 
brought about by the wide belt of westerly winds. 
and because ocean climates are always milder than 
continental climates, neither so hot nor so cold, 
these westerly winds, blowing over the widest of 
oceans give to the part of the Alas<an coast 
which they reach a more comfortable winter than 
is found in lands of the same latitude that do 
not have this temperate influence. For some rea 
son these westerly winds that strike Alaska in 
the region of Sitka and Juneau are rather warm- 
the past winter, and so flowers 


er than usual 


have been blooming there constantly. 

The modifying influence of these westerly winds 
uron the climate of the Alaskan coast is found 
almost as far north as the Aleutian Peninsula; ana 
hecause the winds produce a general set of the 
Pacifie surface waters toward America there are 
heaps of driftwood piled along the sub-Arctic 
coast—the camphor tree, the mango, mahogany 
and many other trees—the contribution that the 
shores of Asia have been making for centuries to 
the American mainland. 

Another curious thing happens in the redistri- 
bution of timber. As the onsetting Pacific waters 
reach the Alaskan shore, a part of them moves 
along the shore to the south, picking up at high 
tide the pines and other big trees that have fallen 
o1 the shores of Vancouver [sland or of Oregon 
and carrying them south into the region of the 
northeast trades, which take them out to sea 
till the logs are finally stranded on the eastern 
and northern: shores of the Hawaiian Islands. 
The natives of these islands believed, long before 
they ever saw white men, that their fathers had 
come to the islands from the east, drifting to 
the islands in their Boats, just as the trees came 
them from some eastern land. 

The Japan current plays the same role in the 
Pacific that the Gulf Stream does in the At- 
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cur.ent. This caused the air to pour down into 
the mine through the hoisting shaft, with the re- 
sult that the fire and smoke, especially the 
smoke at this moment, were being carried rapidly 
to all the levels and chambers throughout the 
mine. 

It is in this smoke that imprisoned miners die, 
even before the fire reaches them. The smo-e 
becomes so thick and heavy that the lamps in 
the miners’ hats are extinguished: then the min- 
ers go stumbling blindly and aimlessly in the 
maze of underground passages that lead nowhere 
and everywhere but to safety. Then, worst of all, 
the deadly fire damp begins forming, and there is 
no breath of life; men fall in heaps, strangling 
end suffocating. They lie as close as possible to 
the ground, but without oxygen they cannot live, 
and they die miserably, despairingly, like rats in 
a trap. 

Rufino Rodriquez knew all these things, as he 
had learned by experience and from his old Mex- 
long a miner in this field. So Rufino 
ran with the smoke at his heels all the way, 
shouting at each chamber and wherever he 
thought men might be working: 

“The mine 18 fire at the hoisting shaft! 
Run for your lives! The mine is on fire at the 
hoisting shaft! Run for your lives!” 

And from the black pockets of the mine into 
which the _ strangling 
smoke was billowing and swirling poured the 
grimy miners, with their hat-lamps flickering 
dimlv in the suffocating smoke cloud that now 
smelled of burning coal as well as burning oil. 

Rufino Rodriquez had passed on, and from 
sight, still shouting his alarm and warning. The 
miners took up his cry, and repeated it one to 
another throughout the mine. Rufino traveled 
close to a mile and a half on his errand of rescue,

“Tt carried my dinner bucket filled with water,” 
said Rufino, “and would wet my woolen shirt, 
and put it over my face. By the time the smoke 
cot strong, all slope men were out. I picked up 
and carried the son of Art Williamson, after | 
had stumbled over him in the darkness. Re- 
peatedly I fell over men who were down, over- 
come by smoke. My whole journey was made in 
darkness, as I had no light. I have never found 
my cap or pit lamp. 

“It was a terrible feeling to be in the hot 
smoke among the men who had gone down. I 
am quite sure that some of the dead men taken 
from the opening where I was found unconscious 
were the same I encountered in their struggles. 

“I was completely exhausted when I came to 
the last ladder. | was pulled up by rescuers, and 
when I reached the top I became unconscious, and 
was in that condition about an hour. The last 
[ remember was m\ geou ting the ladder. When 
1 regained my senses a number of men who had 
heen brought to the surface by rescuers were ly- 
ing beside me, and my father was there talking 
te me. 

“There were two openings in addition to the 
escape way at the fan shaft, and at the hoisting 
shaft.

NLESS a new lot of “‘cobayes,” guinea pigs, 
can be found at once, many of the ex- 
periments now practiced at the Pasteur 

Institute in Paris will have to stop, according to 
a recent dispatch, and great is the concern among 
the savants who work in the laberatories of the 
famous institution. 

For seven months the stock of small victims 
has been rapidly diminishing. The young doctors 
and students have been prodigal in their sacri- 
fices to the cause of science and have drawn too 
heavily on the reserve for breeding purposes, 
which has been heretofore maintained in the 
breeding establishment belonging to the Pasteur 
Institute at Garches, near Saint Cloud. 

‘A's a matter of fact,” said a celebrated mem- 
ber of the Pasteur Institute, “if we cannot soon 
procure a sufficient number of cobayes our sci- 
entific researches will be paralyzed. if not stopped 
altogether. 

One can imagine the loss to the entire world 
which the cessation of the Pasteur experiments 
would mean. 


‘We use,” continued the savant, “an avérage 
o’ 20,000 cobayes a year. Our breeding farm at 
Garches produces about 10,000 a year and each 
little animal thus raised only costs us about 15

cents apiece. But our breeding reserves 
been seriously drawn upon.
